FOREIGN POLITICAL MATTERS - CUBA 


Following the program, numerous calls and telegrams 
were received at the radio station by persons critical of 
the conduct of SORIANO PEREZ. As a result of this conduct 
by SORIANO PEREZ, DON JAVIER SOLE returned to the air to 
apologize for the conduct of SORIANO PEREZ and added that 
the Cuban revolution cannot be considered responsible for 
the remarks and conduct of its diplomat, SORIANO PEREZ. 

As an example of Cuba's continuous and total lack 
of tolerance. Professor HIGOS PARDILLO read a letter from 
LISANDRO OTERO, a Cuban Cultural emissary in England, which 
was critical of Mr. J. M. COHEN, a blind intellectual. 

COHEN had written a critical essay on the Cuban revolution 
attacking it in many areas. OTERO, in his letter, threatened 
to "kick COHEN" in the rear if he did not rectify accusations 
made in his essay. This too, inspired more phone calls and 
telegrams to the station condemning the conduct and lack 
of tolerance of OTERO. 

In summary, what was to have been a widely touted 
program intended to highlight the tolerance of the GOC under 
FIDEL CASTRO, turned out just the opposite, actually 
certifying Cuba's intolerance through the remarks and conduct 
of its spokesmen and officials.

EN LOS ULTIMOS 18 anos, despues 
de la nacionalizacion de la industria 
del petroleo, muy poco se ha sabido 
fuera de Cuba sobre el desarroilo de 
esa industria. 

En un reciente viaje a la isla, des- 
pues de 17 anos de ausencia, pudimos 
entrevistar a varios oficiales de la 
Comisidn de Cooperacion Cientifica, 
del Ministerio de Minerias y Geologia, 
y Centro de Investigaciones y Desa- 
rroilo del Petroleo en La Habana. 
Visitamos una zona de produccidn que 
se extiende unos 80 kildmetros sobre 
la costa norte, entre Santa Maria del 
Mar en la provincia de La Habana y 
Varadero, en la provincia de Matan- 
zas. A continuation presentamos al- 
gunos datos. 

El gobiemo cubano ha estado lie- 
vando a cabo un estudio geologico 
sistematico de la isla por varios anos 
con la cooperacidn de la Academia de 
Ciencias de la Union Sovidtica, y 
varios cubanos han ido a estudiar cur- 


sos tecnicos en ese pais, pero la 
exploracion y el numero de pozos 
hechos ha sido limitado. 

La produccidn actual solo cubre el 
2% de la demanda domestica. La 
URSS vende a Cuba unos 160.000 
barriles de petroleo diarios para cu- 
brir la demanda. 

El primer pozo productivo se ter- 
mino en Cuba en 1916, en Bacuranao, 
en la costa norte de La Habana, a 
unos pocos kildmetros de esa capital, 
pero produjo solo pequenas cantidades 
(unos 7.000 barriles anualmente) hasta 
1935. En 1955 se encontrd petroleo en 
pocas cantidades en Santa Maria del 
Mar y Guanabo, al este de Bacuranao 
en la costa norte, pero la produccidn 
fue muy limitada. 

En 1968 se encontrd un buen yaci- 
miento en Guanabo, cuando un pozo 
produjo casi 1.500 barriles en 9 horas, 
pero la produccidn no se mantuvo por 
mucho tiempo. 

Se han encontrado otros yacimien- 
tos en los ultimos 10 anos mas al este, 
en Santa Cruz del Norte y mas re- 
cientemente en Varadero. 

La produccidn actual se limita a 


unos 1.000 barriles diarios y el petro- 
leo es de baja calidad, con hasta 7% 
de azufre y de baja gravedad (.85). 

Otro problema que enfrentan los 
geologos petroleros en esta zona es 
que las vetas donde se encuentra el 
petroleo forman una serpentina, lo 
cual hace mas dificil la exploracion 
y el uso de recuperacion secundaria, 
como la fracturacion hidraulica.

Los funcionarios que entrevistamos 
mostraron interes en adquirir metodos 
teenologicos para recuperation secun- 
daria y la posibiiidad de firmar con- 
tratos para exploration y explotacidn 
de petrdleo sobre todo en los mares 
alrededor de la isla. 

Aunque los programas de conser- 
vation de energia son cosa nueva en 
otros paises desde la crisis energetica 
de 1973, en Cuba el consumo de ener- 
gia cambio drasticamente en la ddca- 
da del sesenta. Se redujo drastica- 
mente la importation de automoviles 
para uso particular y los viajes no 
esenciales fueron desalentados o pro- 
hibidos. Se raciond la gasolina para 
autos particulares y taxis (8 a 20 
galones al mes). Tambidn se raciono 
la electricidad por medio de paros 
periddicos del servicio. No se impor- 
taron efectos electricos, como tele- 
visores durante varios anos, con la 
excepcion de casos muy especiales. 
Sin embargo, el consumo percapita de 
petrdleo aumento de 4,43 b/d. en 1960 
a 5,78 en 1977. 

Las compras de petrdleo estan ac- 
tualmente subsidiadas por la URSS 
pero esa situacion podria cambiar. 
Aunque la Union Sovietica es el mayor 
productor de petrdleo del mundo, in- 
formes de servicios de inteligencia 
occidentales indican que esa produc- 
cion podria Uegar a su tope a princi- 
pios de la proxima decada y que para 
1985 los sovieticos podrian convertirse 
en importadores. 

Los actuales subsidlos sovieticos a 
Cuba probablemente se verian redu- 
cidos y aun a los precios actuales 
resultaria dificil que la economia 
cubana pueda absorber esos aumen- 
tos. A los actuales precios en el 
mercado mundial, Cuba necesitaria 
entre $795,945,150 y $797,288,000 para 
comprar de 55 a 58 millones de ba- 
rriles de petrdleo para cubrir la de- 
manda calculada para 1979. 

Si asumimos que la Union Sovieti- 
ca le esta vendiendo crudo a Cuba a 
$8 el barril, la isla necesitara de 440 
a 464 millones de dolares para com- 
prar el crudo necesario para satis- 
facer sus demandas. 

De ese modo, la URSS estaria sub- 
sidiando las necesidades energeticas 
de Cuba a un costo entre $333 y $356 
millones en 1979. 

Considerando la reduccion en el pre- 
cio mundial del azucar, principal ex- 
portation de Cuba, seria imposible 
evitar un considerable deficit comer- 
cial. Otras pequenas naciones del
